units of State government to submit an annual report concerning public–private 11 

partnerships for which the unit is providing conduit financing to certain 12 

committees of the General Assembly; requiring the State Treasurer to analyze 13 

the impact of a public–private partnership operating lease on the State’s capital 14 

debt affordability limits; requiring the State Treasurer to submit each analysis 15 

of a public–private partnership operating lease to certain committees of the 16 

General Assembly; prohibiting the Board of Public Works from approving a 17 

public–private partnership operating lease until certain committees of the 18 

General Assembly have commented on the State Treasurer’s analysis of the 19 

lease; requiring that the annual report of the Capital Debt Affordability 20 

Committee include certain information concerning the impact of public–private 21 

partnership operating leases; establishing a Joint Legislative and Executive 22 

Commission on Oversight of Public–Private Partnerships; specifying the 23 

membership of the Commission; providing for the chair and staffing of the 24 

Commission; prohibiting a member of the Commission from receiving certain 25 

compensation but authorizing a member of the Commission to receive certain 26 

reimbursements; requiring the Commission to study and make 27 

recommendations regarding certain issues; requiring the Commission to report 28 

its findings and recommendations to the Governor and the General Assembly on 29 

or before a certain date; repealing certain provisions of law requiring the 30 
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Maryland Transportation Authority to provide certain information to certain 1 

committees of the General Assembly concerning public–private partnerships; 2 

providing that certain committees of the General Assembly have a certain 3 

period of time to review and comment on reports submitted under this Act; 4 

defining certain terms; providing for the termination of certain provisions of 5 

this Act; and generally relating to oversight of public–private partnerships.

  (2) is entitled to reimbursement for expenses under the Standard 15 

State Travel Regulations, as provided in the State budget.   16 

 

 (f) The Commission shall: 17 

 

  (1) assess the oversight, best practices, and approval processes for 18 

public–private partnerships in other states, including the Army Enhanced Use Lease 19 

Program;  20 

 

  (2) evaluate the statutory definition of “public–private partnership”, 21 

as enacted by Section 1 of this Act, and recommend any amendments to the definition 22 

to enhance its utility and refine its scope;  23 

 

  (3) make recommendations concerning the appropriate manner of 24 

conducting ongoing legislative monitoring and oversight of public–private 25 

partnerships, including the following issues:  26 

 

   (i) the appropriate time for submission for legislative review of 27 

a proposed conceptual plan, a letter of intent, an interim development agreement, a 28 

master development agreement, and an operating lease for a public–private 29 

partnership;  30 

 

   (ii) the need for a State agency to state its justifications for 31 

seeking a public–private partnership before issuing a request for proposals or any 32 

other solicitation;  33 
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   (iii) the appropriate way to assess the effects of a public–private 1 

partnership on the State budget, including the aggregate effect on spending by fund 2 

source and revenues;  3 

 

   (iv) the need for disclosure of all public–private partnership 4

financing assumptions, including projected return on investment and a cost–benefit 7

  (4) make recommendations concerning broad policy parameters within 11 

which public–private partnerships should be negotiated, which may include the 12 

following issues: 13

an interim development agreement, a master development agreement, an operating 15 

lease, and a request for qualifications;  16 

 

   (ii) the length of a public–private partnership agreement, 17 

including ground rent, operating leases, and renewal terms;  18

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 28 

June 1, 2010.  Section 2 of this Act shall remain effective for a period of 2 years and, at 29 

the end of May 31, 2012, with no further action required by the General Assembly, 30
